Applicant's previous response on 08/10/07 was NOT responsive. Applicant and the assignee submitted art that taught away from 
z=0. WO 00/22085 on pg. 22, teaches a similar amino silicone polyether as instant claimed and teaches that none of p, q, x, y, and z 
are 0, but all are integers. Applicant needs to clarify the complete background description of the disclosure by documenting that the 
claimed invention which provides amidomethicone where z=0 or z=l-30 are known to one of ordinary skill in the art. Currently from 
the art submitted it appears that z=0 is NOT known. 

Thus again Applicant and the assignee of this application are required under 37 CFR 1.105 to provide the following information that 
the examiner has determined is reasonably necessary to the examination of this application. The information is required to extend the 
domain of search for prior art. Limited amounts of art related to the claimed subject matter are available within the Office, and are 
generally found in class 424 and subclasses 70.27, respectively, which describes cationic surfactant containing compositions. A 
broader range of art to search is necessary to establish the level of knowledge of those of ordinary skill in the claimed subject matter 
art of: amidomethicone from claim 1, where z=0 or an integer from 1-30 as recited by Applicant. The information is required to 
document the level of skill and knowledge in the art of amidomethicone with z=0 versus z=l-30, which would result in a significantly 
different structure. In response to this requirement, please provide a list of keywords that are particularly helpful in locating 
publications related to the disclosed art of the specific claimed amidomethicone or BY16-906.
